I am finding it very difficult to get 
very enthused about the constitution 
convention now underway in Austin. 
Just don’t believe that the taxpayers 
are going to get much for their money 
during this session. 
Estimates indicate that it is costing 
us taxpayers about $50,000 per day to 
keep these folks down there. 
Because I am not an authority on 
constitutions I could be wrong but it 
seems to me that the best thing they 
could do is to pass the constitution as 
drawn up by the special committee 
and go home. 
While I am sure that there are 
many things wrong with the one that 
the committee came up with, I just 
don’t 
have 
much 
faith 
in 
101 
representatives and 31 senators 
coming up with anything better. 
While they might come up with 
some changes that would help the 
proposed constitution I am afraid that 
for every good change they might 
make they will likely make several 
bad ones. 
The whole basic idea of one branch 
of our government drawing up a 
constitution seems at fault. It seems 
logical to assume that the other two 
branches, executive and judicial, will 
come out on the short end. I doubt if 
the common citizen will fare any 
better. 
Most of these representatives will 
probably be more concerned about 
getting re-elected during this election 
year than they will be about writing a 
new constitution. 
But I have very little faith in this 
group accepting the committee’s 
report or writing a better constitution 
for that matter. One consolation is the 
fact that the voters will have a voice 
this fall on the matter and can reject 
it if the legislators botch the job.

And What Have You

I am finding it very difficult to get 
very enthused about the constitution 
convention now underway in Austin. 
Just don’t believe that the taxpayers 
are going to get much for their money 
during this session. 
Estim ates indicate that it is costing 
us taxpayers about $50,000 per day to 
keep these folks down there. 
Because I am not an authority on 
constitutions I could be wrong but it 
seem s to me that the best thing they 
could do is to pass the constitution as 
drawn up by the special committee 
and go home. 
While I am sure that there are 
many things wrong with the one that 
the committee came up with, I just 
don’t 
have 
much 
faith 
in 
101 
rep resen tatives and 31 senators 
coming up with anything better. 
While they might come up with 
some changes that would help the 
proposed constitution I am afraid that 
for every good change they might 
make they will likely make several 
bad ones. 
The whole basic idea of one branch 
of our government drawing up a 
constitution seems at fault. It seem s 
logical to assume that the other two 
branches, executive and judicial, will 
come out on the short end. I doubt if 
the common citizen will fare any 
better. 
Most of these representatives will 
probably be more concerned about 
getting re-elected during this election 
year than they will be about writing a 
new constitution. 
But I have very little faith in this 
group 
accepting 
the 
committee’s 
report or writing a better constitution 
for that matter. One consolation is the 
fact that the voters will have a voice 
this fall on the matter and can reject 
it if the legislators botch the job.

George Dolan, veteran columnist 
for the Fort Worth Star-Telegram, 
says a Cowtown engineer has worked 
up an eight-point automotive gasoline 
conservation program thusly: 
1. Remove anti-pollution devices 
(20 percent saving). 
2. Tune engine for optimum per­ 
formance (15 percent saving); 
3. Over-inflate tires by three pounds 
(IO percent saving). 
4. Drive at a steady 50-mile per hour 
maximum (15 percent saving).

AUSTIN—The Texas High­ 
way Commission today set a 
statewide m axim um speed 
limit of 55 miles per hour, ef­ 
fective at 12:01 a m., Sunday, 
January 20 
The action was taken in 
keeping with the law passed by 
the recent special session of the 
Texas Legislature, empowering 
the Commission to set lower 
speed limits to comply with 
federal energy saving actions. 
Under the term s of the 
Emergency Highway Energy 
Conservation Act signed by the 
President January 2, a state not 
establishing 
a 
55 
m.p.h. 
maximum speed limit would not 
receive its share of federal 
highway construction funds. 
Federal taxes 
on

related to the operation of 
motor vehicles—notably a four- 
cents-per gallon 
levy 
on 
gasoline—go into the Federal 
Highway Trust Fund. These 
funds are apportioned back to 
the state for 
the federal 
govenment’s share of highway 
construction.
